ANNUAL  REPORT  OP  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  3 1ST  DECEMBER,  1954. 


To:  The  Chairman  ana  Members  of  the 
Deuaraeth  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Health  Report  for  the 
year  enaea  31st  December,  1954. 

The  health  of  the  community  remainea  generally  gooa. 

There  was  an  epiaemic  of  whooping  cough  during  the  year 
but  apart  from  Tuberculosis,  other  notifications  of  infectious 
aiseases  were  low.  There  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning. 

Notifications  of  Tuberculosis  were  higher  than  in  the 
previous  year  and  were  higher  in  the  age  group  45  "•  65. 

Cancer  mortality  was  higher  than  in  1953.  - Deaths 
from  Diseases  of  the  circulatory  system  v/ere  again  high. 

This  proportion  reflects  the  ageing  population  of  the  Country 
generally. 

Three  Slaughter  houses  were  licensed  when  the  control 
of  slaughtering  passed  from  the  Ministry  of  Pood. 

Progress  in  Housing,  \/a1  or  and  Sewerage  Schemes  v/as 

steady. 

I should  like  to  thank  Mr.  Morris  Jones  for  his  co- 
operation ana  also  Mr,  Hughes  for  his  help  in  the  compilation 
of  this  report.

GENERAL  SANITARY  CONDITION. 

SEVI/ERAGE  > 

The  first  instalment  of  the  improvea  scheme  at  Harlech  was 
completea  auring  the  year  ana  a start  was  maoie  on  the  secona 
instalment.  Plans  for  an  improvea  aisposal  schem??  for  Gellilyaan 
Village  v¥ere  completea  ana  approvea  ana  this  Scheme  shoula  be 
commencea  auring  1955.  Plans  for  a Disposal  Scheme  for  Maentwrog 
Village  alreaay  preparea  ana  awaiting  approval.  The  Council 
have  also  miner  Schemes  in  mina  for  the  Villages  of  Ynys  ana 
Glanywern,  Talsarnau  ana  Gwynfryn  Llanbear. 

WATER . 


Gonsiaerstion  has  been  given  to  implementing  the  supply  at 
Croesor.  An  extension  of  about  400  yaras  of  water  main  is  being 
preparea  for  Soar,  Talsarnau.  The  scheme  of  v/ater  supply  to 
MaentY/rog  Village  v/as  completea  auring  the  year.  Bacteriological 
analysis  of  samples  of  water  from  the  various  supplies  in  the 
aistrict  are  taken  regularly. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES , 

New  conveniences  have  been  completea  at  Talsarnau  ana  plans 
have  been  preparea  for  conveniences  at  Minff oraa , penrhynaeuaraeth. 
Proposals  are  still  unaer  consiaeration  for  conveniences  at 
Llanaanwg  Beachy  Llanfrothsn,  Bronaber  ana  Gellilyaan  ana 
aaaitional  conveniences  at  Harlech. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION, 

Weekly  aomestic  collection  is  unaertaken  by  Council's  own 
vehicle. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 


This  service  is  carrlea  out  jointly  with  the  Ffestiniog 
U.!W.C.  a full  time  officer  being  employea  for  both  aistricts. 
Refuse  sites  ana  sewers  inspectea  ana  treatea  regularly. 


DISINFECTING. 

Disinfecting  of  infective  premises  unaertaken  by  fumigating 
ana  spraying. 

H0USTJ71. 

A consiaerable  number  of  names  still  appear  on  the  Council’s 
register  of  applicants  for  houses  although  I8l  houses  have  been 
built  since  1945?  of  which  14  were  completea  auring  the  year,  ana 
a further  25  aue  to  be  completea.  Schemes  are  proposea  for  a 
further  45  vvhich  will  eventlally  bring  the  total  number  proviaea 
to  251  (post-v/ar)  ana  43  (pre-war).  Arrangements  have  alreaay 
commencea  in  surveying  the  aistrict  in  reaainess  for  the 
proposea  programme  of  slum  clearance. 

HOUSING  ACT,  1949 . 

The  Council  has  alreaay  maae  a number  of  grants  ana  intena 
launching  a campaign  in  1955  m oraer  to  make  the  aavantfiscs 
better  known.
